St. Paul, Minn., March 10.—By direction 
of the attorney general of the United 
States, a bill in equity was filed here to- 
day in the circuit court of the United 
States for the district of Minnesota in 
the case of the United States, complain- 
ant, against the Northerr Securities Rail- 
way Company, the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company and others, defend- 
ants, to test the legality of the alleged 
combination or merger of the two roads 
and others named in the bill. The action 
is brought under the act of July 2, 1890, 
known as the Sherman anti-trust act. 

After reciting the facts as to the or- 
ganization of the Northern Securities 
company, -the Great Northern railroad 
ond the Northern Pacific railroad, the

While in this condition an ar- 
rangement was entered into between a 
majority of the bondholders of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company and the 
Great Northern company for a virtual 
consolidaticn of the two. and placing the 
control of the Northern Pacific system in 
the hands «f the Great Northern. This 
arrangement contemplated the sale under 
fcreclosure of the Northern LT'acific Rail- 
rcad Company to a comrnittee of bond- 
holders, and that the Great Northern 
company shculd guarantee the bonds of 
the Ncrthern Paxr'fic Railway Company, 
in réturn for one-half of the stock of a 
mew Northcrn Pacific company. 


Former Attempt Defeated. 
“The carrying out of this 


by the decision. of the United States su- 
preme court in the case of Pearsall

About Eighty Wounded 
and 200 Reported 
Missing. 


London, .March 10.—It- was announced 
today that General Lord Methuen and 
four guns had been captured. by the Boers 
comanded by General DeLarey.. The news 
came like a thunderbolt to Lendon. The 
extra editions of the evening papers giv- 
ing an account of the disaster were eag- 
erly bought up and their readers hurried 
through the streets with anxious faces 
and bitter remarks were passed on the 
Subject of the government's declaration’ 
that the war in South Africa was over. 
The news came too late to affect business 
on the stock exchange, but excited curb 
dealings quickly followed the closing, on 
which South Africans slumped heavily. 

News’ Caused Great Excitement. 

The news caused excitement in the mine 
market. Throgmorton street was thronged 
with South African operators eagerly in- 
quiring for details of the British defeat 
and watching the effect of the announce- 
ment. Shares ere offered freely at 
*k the excitement had 
abated and the curb tone hardened. 
‘The news. was received in the house of 


“comftors mtr great excitement. ~‘Trre 


reading of Lord Kitchéner’s: telegram by 
the war secretary, Mr: Brodrick, was lis- 
which was 
broken by loud Irish cheers. Instantly 
there were cries of “Shame! Shame!” 
from the government benches. Then the 
Irish members seemed to think better of 
their outbreak, and suddenly subsided. 
The subsequent eulogistic references to 
General Methuen were  recetved with 
cheers. 

In brief, Lord Kitchener announced that 
when General Methuen was captured, 
wounded, with four guns, three British 
officers and thirty-eight men were killed 
and five officers and seventy-two men 
wounded. In addition one officer and two 
hundred men were reported missing. 

Kitchener’s Story of the Defeat. 

The text of Lord Kitchener’s dispatch 
anrtouncing the capture of General Meth- 
uen is as follows: 

“Pretoria, Saturday, March 8.—I greatly 
regret to have to send you bad news of 
Methuen. He was moving with nine hun- 
dred mounted men, under Major Paris, 
and three hundred infantry, four+guns 
and a pompom, from Wynburg to Lich- 
tenburg, and was to meet Grenfell, with 
1,300 mounted men at Roviraines Fon- 
tein today. Yesterday morning early he 
was attacked by DeLarey’s force be- 
tween Twe-Bosch and Palmietaknill. The 
Boers charged on three sides. 

“Five hundred and fifty men have come 
in at Maribos and Kraaipan. They were 
pursued by the Boers 4 miles from the 
scene of the action. They report that 
Methuen and Paris, with the guns, bag- 
gage, etc., were’ captured by the Boers. 
Methuen, when last seen, was a prisoner. 
I have no details of the casualties,, and 
suggest delaying publication till I. can 
send definite news. 1 think this sudden 
revival of activity on the part of De- 
Larey is to draw off the troops pressing 
DeWet.”’ 

Boers on Each Flank 

In a second dispatch, dated Sunday, 
March 9, Lord Kitchener says: 

“Paris has come in at Kraaipan, with 
the remainder of the men. He.reports 
that the column was moving in two par- 
ties. One, with the ox wagons, left Twe- 
Bosch at 3 a. m. The other, with the 
mule wagons, started an hour later. Just 
before dawn the Boers attacked. Before 
reinforcements could reach them the rear 
guard broke. In the’ meantime a large 
number of Boers galloped up on both 
flanks. These at first were checked by 
the flank parties, but the panic and 
stampede of the mules had begun and al] 
the mule wagons, with a terrible mixture 
of mounted men, rushed past the ox- 
wagons. All effor:s to check them 
were unavailing. Major Paris collected 
forty men and occupied a position a mile 
in front of the ox-wagons, which were 
then halted. After a gallant but useless 
defense, the enemy rushed into the ox- 
wagons and Methuen was wounded in the 
thigh. Paris, being surrounded, surren- 
dered at 10 a Mm. Methuen is still 
in the Boer camp.”’ 

Then follows the number of the casual- 
ties, as already cabied. The killed in- 
cluded Lieutenants G. R. Venning and T. 
P. W. Nesham, of the Royal artillery, 
who were both killed while serving their 
guns with case shot.

_ In Independance Hall. 

The prince was escorted to Inde- 
pendence hall. .On the wide plaza in front 
of the historic old structure stands a 
statue of George Washington. A roar of 
applause greeted the action of his royal 
highness when he, on alighting, uncovered 
before the statue. 

Accompanied by Admiral Evans and 
Mayor Ashbridge, the prince entered the 
building and proceeded to the assembly 
reom. He was informed that it was in 
this room the Declaration of Independence 
was: signed, and he displayed much in- 
terest in the colonial and revolutionary 
relics exhibited. Prince Henry remained 
in Independence hall about*seven minutes 
and from there proceeded to the plant of 
the William Cramp & Sons Ship and En- 
gine Building Company. 

The 4 mile drive from Independence 
hall to Cramp’s ship yard in the north- 
eastern section of the city, was one con- 
tinuous ovation for the prince and his 
party. Prince Henry and party was re- 
ceived by Charles H. Cramp, who intro- 
duced the royal visitor to the directors of 
the company. Prince Henry was _ thor- 
oughly at home in the yard, and instead 
of taking only the forty-five minutes al- 
lewed by the programme to inspect the 
plant, he consumed an hour and forty 
minutes in going through the place. In 
tuking his leave of Mr. Cramp, who 
escorted him through ‘the yard, the prince 
said: 

“I could stay here all night.’ 

On Board the Russian Battle Ship. 

Mr. Cramp then took the prince to the 
Russian battle ship Retvizan. The great 
sea fighter looked pretty, all painted in 
white with her sides lined with hun- 
dreds of Russian sailors. Prince Henry 
and his suite were received at the gang- 
way by Oaptain E. M. Stchensnovich, the 
commander of the Retvizan, ani his staff, 
who were in full uniform. After the cor- 
dial gretings were over the sailors, who 
were still standing at attention, gave the 
Erince a Russian cheer, wishing him 
health and a profitable journey, to which 
he replied in Russian: 

“Good morning, fellows.’’ 

Captain Stchensnovitch took his royal 
guest in hand and, accompanied by the 
prince’s two aides, made a thorough in- 
spection of the ship.

Matter at Tonight’s 
Caucus. 


Washington, March 10.—A conference of 
the leaders in the oppdsition which is be- 
ing waged against the ways and means 
plan of Cuban reciprocity was held to- 
night. A vote wars taken.on the ques-

Allison on Cuban Qupestion. 

In the course of the discussion tonight 
it is understood Senator Allison remarked 
that .more importance had been given to 
the subject that was warranted; that 
the provosed 20 per cent reduction to be 
granted to Cuba would not be of mate- 
rial advantage to the planters of the 
island. nor would such a reduction of duty 
on Quban sugar affect, it any material 
way, the beet sugar interests of this 
country. ‘The president expressed a de- 
sire to secure harmony and some of the 
senators who saw him said they believed 
that also was the desire of the republi- 
cans, some of whom thought it was quite 
important ‘that the present relations 
should: not continue. 

Chairman Payne, of the ways and means 
committee, and Representative Grosvenor, 
also of that committee, were among the 
president's cailers. It was stated that 
the president continued to maintain the 
position for reciprocity he had taken in 
his annual message. Mr. Payne’s asso- 
clates in the contest expressed the belief 
that the reciprocity plan would prevail in 
some form.

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EXEMPTION OF FARMERS 
GROUND OF THE RULING 


Court Holds That Clause Exempting 
Agricultural Products Invali- 
dates the Entire Law—Case 
Decided Originated in

States supreme court today decided the 
Illinois anti-trust statute to be unconsti- 
tutional because of the provision of the 
law exempting agricultural products and 
liye stock from the operations of the 
law. The decision was rendered in the 
case of Thomas Connelly and others) 
against the Union Sewer Pipe Company of 
Ohio, and was delivered by Justice Har- 
lan. ? 
The decision of the court in effect de-. 
elares unconstitutional the anti-trust laws. 
of Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Louistana,) 
Michigan, Mississippi, Montana, Ne- 
braska, North. Carolina, South Dakota,’ 
Tennessee, Texas and Wisconsin. In 
each of these states there ig. an exemp- 
tion in favor of. live stock and agricul- 
tural-products in the hands otros alter 
of producer, or of labor organizations& 

Under the rulings of the court an dntt- 
trust law to be constitutional must ap- 


| ply indiscriminately to all combinations, 


with no exemptions or exceptions what- 
ever. F 
Points Made by Justice Harlan. 
First stating what could be done under 
the Statute without the exempting pro- 
vision, Justice Harlan said: 


“That the arrangement or combina- 
tion between the Union Sewer Pipe Com- 
pany and the other companies, corpora- 
tions and firms, created and constituted 
Such a trust as the Illinois statute for- 
bids manifest from the evidence in the 
moot’. It is equally clear that if the 
plaintiff was an Illinois corporation, its. 
charter could be forfeited and an end 
put to its corporate existence by proceed- 
ings instituted by the attorney general 
of the state. It is also clear that if the 
Statute is valid, the defendants could 
plead non-liability for the pipe purchased 
‘by them upon the ground that the plain- 
tiff was an illegal combination and the 
contracts which it made with the de- 
fendants were void under the statute of 
Illinois. The statute expressly author- 
izes such a defense.”’ 

He then took up the question of the 
effect of the exempting section, sustain- 
ing the view of the circuit court that 
this section is repugnant -to the four- 
teenth amendment of the constitution of 
the United States and, further, that it 
is so connected and interwoven with other . 
sections of the act as to invalidate the 
entire act. 

He Wants Farmers Included. 

Foflow!Ing is a portion of his argument 
in support of this position: 

“If combinations of capital. skill or 
acts, in respect of the sale and purchase 
of goods, merchandise or commodities, 
whersby the persons, firms, corporations, 
Or associations forming such combination 
may control or establish in their discre- 
tion the prices of such goods, merchan- 
dise. or commodities, are hurtful to the 
public interests and should be suppress- 
ed, it is impossible to perceive why like 
combinations in respect of agricultural 
products and live stock are not equally 
hurtful. To declare that some of the 
general class engaged in domestic trade 
or commerce shall be deemed criminals 
if they violate certain regulations pre- 
scribed by the state for the purpose of 

rotecting the public against illegal com- 
inations which have for their object 
the destruction of competition and the 
control of prices, ard that others of the 
general class, also engaged in such trade 
or commerce, shall not be bound to re- 
gard those regulations, is so manifestly 
a denial of the equal protection of fhe 
laws that extended argument to estab- 
lish that position would geem unnec- 


essary.” 
Justice McKenna Dissents. 

Justice McKenna delivered a dissent- 
ing opinion. He contended that the 
equality of operation which the consti- 
tution requires in state legislation can- 
not be construed as demanding an ab- 
solute universality of operation, having 


; no regard to different capabilities, condi- 


tions and relations of men. Hence clagsi- 
fication is necessary. He then suggest- 
ed that the distinctions mada in the Illi- 
nois statute are proper, and added that 
“the excluded class is composed of farm-- 
ers and stock raisers who are scatteréd 
on farms; the other clasg is composed 
of pe?sons congregated in cities. 

“In the difference of these situations, 
and in other differences which will oceur 
to any reflection,” he asks, “‘might, not 
the legislatuge see difference in oppor- 
tunities and powers between the classes 
in regard to the prohibited acts?’

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—The 
postmaster general has decided in favor 
of Mrs. Williams, the incumbent at Bax- 
ley. This is the cdse in which the order 
for a change had*been entered when, on 
representation from the people of Baxley, 
the case was held up at the request of 
Representative Brantley. The order for 
a new appointment was made on the re- 
port of an inspector on the ground that 
the postmistress was not tdevoting her 
personal attention to the office. W. F. 
Boone had been designated as the suc- 
cessor and it was charged that his rec- 
ommendations had been secured for us2 
in an effort to get a place in Indian Ter- 
ritory, which some of his indorsers con- 
sidered unfair. Today Mr. Brantley se- 
cured a decision from the postmaster gen- 
eral that Mrs. Williams is not to be su- 
perseded now or so long as ghe attends 
personally to the business of the office. 

Other Georgia postmasters appointed to- 
day were High, Forsyth county, J. J. 
Bruton; Pringle, Washington county, Ber- 
ta Camp; Womack, Clay county, W. W. 
Price 

President Roosevelt has withdrawn the 
appoirtment of Wikiam G. €haifee to be 
postmaster at Aiken, S. C., because of 
the inspector’s report showing a short- 
age in Postmaster Chaffee’s accounts. 
Chaffee was appointed last summer by 
President McKinley at the request of Sen- 
ator McLaurin, but the appointment had 
not been confirmed.

He declared that the pending bill pro- 
vided for a “pure, naked and unadulterat- 
ed subsidy,’’ and said it was defended on 
the ground that with the subsidy, the 
American merchant marine could com- 
pete with the subsidized ships of Euro- 
peen maritime powers. He denied ‘‘em- 
phatically and distinctly’’ that such wouwld 
be the result of the '‘bill’s operation. Eng- 
lend, he asserted, had 53 per cent of the 
ocean carrying trade of the world, but he 
denied that England paid subsidies to her 
vessels. Most of England’s ocean com- 
merce was carried by her tramp steam- 
ers. They were to be found in every port 
and came into gompetition with each 
Other, but not a penny of subsidy was 
paid to any of them. 

In adverting briefly to the operation of 
the Dingley tariff law, Mr. Vest spoke of 
the lumber schedule. 

Mr. Hanna interrupted to inquire how 
many democratic senators had voted for 
a tax of $2 a thousand feet upon lumber 
when the Dingley,bill was before phe 
senate. 

Mr. Vest replied that he could not tell. 
He did not, he knew. The fact that any 
democratic senatof did vote for it indi- 
cated only the forge, of .tariff combina- 
ticns. 

Tillman “Knew It Was a Steal.”’ 
Mr. Tillman,; of South Carolina, inter- 
jected the remark that he had voted for 
the $2 tax on lumber, although he knew 
it was a steal, and had so stated at the 
time. He had voted for it, however, be- 
cause he proposed to get out of the tariff 
bill a share for his state and that was 
the only way South Carolina could get 
anything. 
Mr. Vest criticised the majority of the 
commerce committee for eliminating from 
this bill the provision which required a 
subsidized ship to carry at least 50 per 
cent of her cargo capacity upon any voy- 
age upon which she was to receive sub- 
Sidy. 

Mr. Vest urged that if the “shipping 
trust’’ were to be subsidized, there was 
no reason why the farming industry and 
the mining industry, too, should not be 
subsidized. 

Mr. Vest maintained that ships could 
be built in this country as cheaply as 
they could be built anywhere. The ship 
yards of the United States were never 
more fully employed than they now were 
and had been for several years. 

He made a vigorous attack upon the 
navigation laws of the United States, de- 
clearing that they were responsible for the 
decline of the merchant marine. The 
remedy was to abrogate the navigation 
laws and permit citizens of the United 
States to buy their ships where they 
could buy them cheapest. 

Mr. Vest said if this subsidy is given it 
will be but the beginning of the end and 
will result in a monopoly equalto that of 
the Standard Oil Company. 


Tillman to Hanna, 

Mr. Tillman answered a question pro- 
pounded by Mr. Hanna during the course 
of the latter’s recent speech by saying 
that he voted for the $2 tax on lumber 
because he saw an opportunity to en- 
hance the value of a southern product. 
He had, he said, since then, been unanil- 
mously reelected to the senate, which 
stamped him ‘‘as a very good specimen of 
a Scuth Carolina democrat.”’ 
He then addressed himself to the sub- 
ject of the ship subsidy bill and declared 
that foreigners will not surrender the 
trade they enjoy without a struggle, and 
will, if necessary, resort to the cutting of 
rates in order to hold it. He said that 
the bill would foster monopolies and: re- 
ferred to the proposed incorporation of 
the United States ship building company, 
which would absorb the large ship yards 
of the country. *. 
Speaking of the use of vessels in case of 
emergency, by the gevernment, Mr. Till- 
man said he would cite as a commentary 
on patriotism and love of country the 
fact that the four scout ships, St. Paul, 
a aris, New York and St. Louis, used 
avring the Spanish war, cost the govern- 
ment $2,864,835, and these, he said, had 
been subsidized under a pretense that 
they would serve us in time of emergen- 
cy. He said he was. surprised to find the 
republican party, which claims to be the 
peculiarly Amevican party, stand sporsor 
for such a bill. 

The senate went into executive sessiog 
and adjourned.

by attempting to monopolize, and have 
monopolized, such interests and foreign 
trade or commerce, in violation of the act 
of congress of July 2, 1890, entitled, ‘‘An 
act to protect trade and commerce against 
unlawful restraints and monopolies.’’ 


Government Charges Deceit. 

“If the defendant, the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, has not acquired a large 
majority of the capital stock of the de- 
fendant, the Great Northern Railway 
Company, it is because the individual de- 
fendants named have purposely discour- 
aged and prevented the transfer and ex- 
change of stock of the Northern Securi- 
ties; Company, all for the purpose of con- 
cealing the real scope and object of the 
unlawful combination or conspiracy, and 
of furnishing’a ground for the defense 
that the Northern Securities Company 
does not hold a clear majority of the 
stock of the Great Northern Railway 
Company. 

‘‘The Northern Securities Company was 
not organized in good faith to purchase 
and pay for the stocks of the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific rail- 
way companies. It was. organized solely 
to incorporate the pooling of the stocks 
of said companies and to carry into effect 
the unlawful combination or conspiracy 
aforesaid. The Northern Securities Com- 
pany is a mere depository, custodian, 
holder and trustee of the stocks of the 
Gieat Northern and the Northern Pacific 
railway companies, and its shares of 
steck are but beneficial certificates, is- 
sued against said railroad stocks, to 
designate the interest of the holders in 
the pool. 

“If the government fails to prevent the 
carrying out of this combination or con- 
spiracy not only will a virtual consolida- 
tion of two competing trans-continental 
lines, with the practical pooling of their 
earnings be effected, and a monopoly of 
the interstate and foreign commerce for- 
merly carried on by them, as competi- 
tors, be created, and all effective compe- 
tition between such lines in the carrying 
of interstate and foreign traffic be de- 
stroyed, but thereafter, to all desiring to 
use it, an.available method will be pre- 
sented, whereby, through the corporate 
scheme or devise a foresaid, the act of 
congress of July 2, 1890, may be circum- 
vented and set at naught, and all trans- 
ccntinental lines, indeed, the entire rail- 
way systems of the country, may be ab- 
scrbed, merged and consolidated, thus 
placing the public at the absolute mercy 
of the holding corporation.”’ 


Perpetual Injunction Asked 
The petition prays that the Northern 
Securities Company, its stockholders, 
officers, etc., be perpetually enjoined from 
purchasing, voting, etc., any of the shares 
of the capital stock of either the Northern 
Pacific of Great Northern companies, 
and that a mandatory injunction may is- 
sue requiring the Northern Securities 
Company to recall and cancel any cer- 
tificates of stock issued by it in purchase 
of or in exchange for any of the shares

who announced the British disaster in 
the\house of lords, said General Methuen 
for over two years had carried on his 
work with zeal, intelligence and great 
perseverance, adding that the general wags 
beloved by his men and that no work 
was too dangerous or too difficult for 
them wr General Methuen. The  com- 
mander in chief was sure the house was 
deeply: grieved,. He would ask theirfoni- 
ships to defer adverse criticism until) they 
had definite information as to who was 
directly responsible. From DeLarey’s 
conduct throughout the war they could 
all, be assured that General Methuen 
would be taken great care of. a" 

Lord Spencer, liberal, the former preé- 
ident of the counsel, said he thoroughly 
believed in General Methuen’s zeal. He 
did not want to offer a hint of criticism 
at present. . 

The premier, Lord Salisbury, also ex- 
pressed deep sympathy with General 
Methuen. He said it was not the time to 
discuss his action. His lordship was 
convinced General Methuen had done his 
best. = 

The feeling of depression in the lobbies 
of the house of commons over the news 
of the disaster was very marked. The 
service members of the Rdéuse expressed 
the opinion that it will necessitate send- 
ing fresh troops to the front, -while the 
belief was expressed that the Boers wi'l 
not fail to take advantage of General 
Methuen’s prominence to hold him as a 
hostage for the safety of Commandant 
Kritzinger and other Boer lekders now 
in the hands of the British. . 

Myles Were Stampeded. 

A further dispatch from Lord Kitchener 
was read by Mr. Brodrick just as pariia- 
ment was adjourning. This dispatch shows 
that the first confusion was caused by 
the native boys, with led horses, who gal- 
loped through the mule convoy as the lat- 
ter was endeavoring, by Lord Methuen's 
directions, to close on the ox convoy. 
The disorder among the mules communi- 
cated itself to the mounted troops, and 
the Boers, dressed in khaki and riding 
alongside the wagons, frustrated all the 
attempts of the British officers to rally 
their forces. Great confusion ensued 
among this portion of the mounted troops, 
they and the mule wagons galloping 3 
miles beyond the ox wagons, where they 
were cut off. 

Sections of the Fourth and Thirty- 
Eighth batteries of artillery fought with 
great gallantry and three hundred men, 
composed of the Northumberland Fusi- 
liers and Lancashires, showed conspicu- 
ous courage in*protecting the wagons and 
refusing to surrender until resistance was 
useless 

The force under General DeLarey was 
almost entirely dressed in British uni- 
forms. This made it impossible for the 
infantry to distinguish between their own 
men and the enemy when the mounted 
troops were driven in on them. The ene- 
my numbered fifteen hundred men. They 
had one 15 pounder and a pompom.

Mrs. Richardson, widow of the 
dead man, who was acquitted recently 
of complicity in the murder, will appeas 
as a witness for the defense white her 
two young sons will be used as witnesses 
for the state. Fyfe’s attorneys will, it 
is said, try to prove an alibi for him. 

Prosecuting Attorney Bohwer in mak- 
fng the opening statement said that the 
state would show that- Fyfe had, in a 
St. Joseph saloon, where he displayed 
a revolver, made the threat that he would 
kill Richardson, and that after the trage- 


‘dy he had confessed to a woman in that 


city that he had committed the murder. 
It would also be shown, he asserted. that 
Fyfe was seen standing in the middle of 
the street on the night of the murder 
looking in the direction of the Richard- 
Bon home. 

Dr. David Bryant, the first witness 
for the state, told of the scenes at the 
Richardson house on the night of the 
tragedy, practically as he had related 
them at the trial of Mrs. Richardson. 

Frank Richardson, the 12-year-old son 
of the murdered man, told of going to 
the church entertainment on the evening 
his father was shot. He and his brothers

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jater. She did not come and the boy went 
to the store and met his father. His 
father had asked him to go home and 
see if she was there. The boy demurred 
and Richardson went himself. A few 
minutes later he was shot as he was en- 
tering the house. 

W. A. Mack, a bartender, saw Fyfe the 
morning after the murder and defendant 
had told him that Richardson had not 
spoken to him for several weeks until 
the day before he was killed. Fyfe said 
he was glad he had made up with Rich- 
ardson before he died.

MOTHER AND BABES BURN |GERMANY CAUSES A CLASE 


Refuses to Agree to Reduction of 
Garrisons in China. 


GREAT BRITAIN IN FIGHT 


Two Powers Are in Sharp Antago- 
nism—Alleged Germany Is 
Seeking a Monopoly. 


Pekin, March 10.—The policies of Ger- 
many and Great Britain in China which 
Great Britain had consolidated by the 
signing of the Yang Tse agreement a 
year ago, have developed an antagonism 
equal to that of Russian and Japan over 
Manchuria; also seriously involving the 
irterests of other rations. 

Germany is the only power refusing to 
agree to the reduction of the large gar- 
risons the European governments are 
r‘aintaining at Tien Tsin and the restora- 
tion of the contro] of the native city of 
Tien Tsin to the Chinese. The British 
action in blocking’ the payment of the 
February installment of the inese in- 
demnity was to bring Germany to terms. 
The British believe Germany is using 
Tien Tsin as an-inducement to the Chinese 
to grant hef a practical monopoly of the 
mines in Shan Tung province. 

The British diplomats regard the argu- 
ment that the municipal government of 
Tien Tsin by Europeans {sa military 
recessity as a subterfuge and in her pole 
of progector of the Chinese against for- 
eign aggression involved in the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance and hoping to increase 
her prestige among the Chinese, Great 
gritain is helping them to regain Tien 
Tsin.. American influence is being used 
to this same end. 


CASTRO AND KAISER AGREE. 


Dispute Between Germany and Ven-. 
‘azuela Nearing Settlement. 

Bertin, March 10.—The dispute between 
Germany and Venezuela is nearing a set- 
tlement. The terms of this settlement 
are as yet a foreign office secret. They 
are, however, satisfactory to Germany, 
end Venezucla has apparently yielded 
without Germany's having made any 
direct threat or having had to do any- 
thing like s2ndine an ultimaturn.

New York, March 10.—Today’s session 
of court marked the beginning of the 
eighth week of the trial of Albert T. Pat- 
rick, accused of the murder of William 
M.° Rice. Robert * Hanrich, who has 
charge of the autopsy department of the 
city morgue, was the first witness today. 
He assiste@ at the autopsy on Rice’s body. 
He was not permitted to answer a ques- 
thon as to whether Dr. Donlin said, at the 
end of the post mortem, ‘‘the old man’s 
time had come. He died of old age and 
that’s all there is to it."’ 

Dr. E. A. ‘Lee, a surgeon, who said he 
had administered chilorofom about 5,000 
times, was then called. The tendency of 
the drug was to excite the person to 
whom it was given. In the circumstances 
given by Charles Jones, on the stand, 
the witness would expect the patient to 
struggle and knock off the bed clothes. 
Jones said Rice did not move. 

Mr. Moore, of Patrick’s counsel, de- 
scribed to Dr. Lee, in a hypothetical ques- 
tion of great length, the condition shown 
by the autopsy of Mr. Rice’s body and 
asked what, in his opinion, was the cause 
of death. The witnes= replied that he 
would say it was due to congestion of 
the lungs and diseased kidneys, 

Not Caused by Chloroform. 

In answer to Mr. Osborne. the witness 
said in case of death by chloroform poi- 
}soning he would expect to find conges- 
tion of the other organs where there was 
congestion of the lungs. He had fourfd 
congestion wf the lungs after death bv 
chloroform, but did not know if it was 
due to the poison. In reply to a long 
hypothetical question by Mr. Moore. Dr. 
Lee said that in his oninion Rice’s death 
was not caused by chloroform. 

Professor James Ewing, of the médical 
department of Cornell university, told of 
his qualifications as an expert fn patholo- 
gy and said he had performed about 3.000 
autopzfes. The same causes, Dr. Ewing 
said, that produced the dronsv of the 
lower Itmbs. from which Mr. Rice suffer- 
ed ,would tend to produce an oedematous 
condition of the lings. 

Mr. Moores asked a hvpothetical ques- 
tion as to the cause cf death and Dr. 
Ewing sald in his opinion under the con- 
ditions described death was due to con- 
gestion of the Innes Brought on bv pnev- 
monia. He said “he condifions described 
could not have beén brought about by 
chloroform. 

Doctors Disagree. 

The doctor stated.that ch'oroform killa 
in two wayvs—by asphyxiation or by na- 
ralvsis of the hearf, When. death fo)- 
lnwed asnhyxiation there was no patho- 
logical way of determining the cause of 
desth.

THREE WOMEN ARRESTED 
ON A CHARGE OF MURDER 


Mother of Immbert Says That He 
Had $2,000 on His Person 
on the Night of His 
Death — Traces of 
Poison Found. 


Louisville, Ky., March 10.—The result 
of a chemical analysis of the stomach 
and bladder ofeExiward L. Lambert, form- 
erly a soldier in the Philippines, who died 
suddenly in a house on West Green street 
in this city two weeks ago, shows the 
presence of cocaine, and three women, 
Jennie May Ashcroft, Annie Harris and 
Lulu Parman and Enoch Gore, who were 
in the house at. the time of Lambert’s 
déath, have been arrested, charged with 
murder. 

The detectives and the dead man’s 
mother believe he was murdered for his 
money. At the time Lambert was found 
dead Cononer Kelly made an examination 
and concluded from the information he 
could gather that death was due to heart 
disease. 

When the body was discovered $102, a 
watch and a riag were found on it, but 
the young man’s mother stated that when 
he left home the night before he died 
he had $2,0 00in gold. She insisted that 
he had been murdered and robbed, and 
demanded an autopsy, which resulted in 
the finding of the poison. The detectives 
at once commenced an_ invesctigation, 
which resulted in the arrests this even- 
ing.

Their stability and beautifying 
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Severe Denunciation by “pr. A 'C. 
Dixon at the Baptist Tabernacle 
Yesterday. 

With a fervent prayer that all Christian 
Scientists might abandon their religion 
and be saved, Dr. A. C. Dixon, of Boston, 
yesterday concluded one of the most 
scathing sermons ever heard in Atlanta 


on Christ Science. 

Dr. Dixon,who has been one of the most 
prominent figures in the Bible conference 
just concluded here, preached his fare- 
well serm@®n at the Tabernacle yesterday 
morning, and took for his text ‘‘Christian 
Science.’’ Those who attended; and the 
large building was packed to overflowing, 
expected a sermon on the sensational or- 
der and they were not disappointed. Both 
in word and inference did Dr. Dixon at- 
tack .the disciples of Mrs. Eddy. One 
of the strongest statements made by Dr. 
Dixon was that he knew things against 
the morals of the Christian Scientists 
that he could not disclose from the pul- 
pit, but which he was willing to tell in 
court. While not attacking Mrs. Eddy di- 
rectly, Dr. Dixon declared that she had 
founded the so-called religion as a hum- 
bug, and intimated that she cared noth- 
ing about it except to make money out 
of her book, for which Christian Scien- 
tists were all simply book agents. He 
declared that these book agents were also 
a lot of press agents always ready to 
rush into print under the excuse of, de- 
fending themselves, but in reality to ad- 
vertise Mrs. Eddy’s book. 

He quoted from ‘‘Science and Health” 
to show how Mrs. Eddy contradicted the 
Bible in many places and said that Mrs. 
Eddy had agreed with the Bible only 
where it suited her to do so. He said 
that with her disciples her book came 
first and the Bible afterwards. 

Dr., Dixon stated that Mrs. Eddy’s book 
and the whole so-called new faith, which 
was really one and the same thing, was 
founded on pagan doctrines, and that 
there was really nothing new about it. 

He declared that no one could stand in 
the presence of death and pretend to be- 
lieve that there was no such thing as 
death and that those who did were hypo- 
crites.

fool Cntal Labor Union I 
dorses Rejection of Com- 
mittee's Report 


THIS BODY DECLINES 
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TO RAISE THE BOYCOTT 


Strikers Claim They Submitted Case 
Providing Nothing Was De- 
manded in Violation of Their 
Oath of Office—Com- 
mittee’s Denial. 


Norfolk, Va., March 10.—The Central 
Labo» Unicn of Norfolk today stood by 
the strikers in their determination to stay 
out so long as the condition requiring to 
go back to work with non-union men was 
in force, notwithstendineg the decision of 
the board of arbitration named by the 
chaniber of con merce. 

The Central.Labor body refused to raise 
the boycott against the reilwavy company, 
but much excitement was caused in the 
meeting by some members leaving the 
the hall because electric lights furnished 
by the railway company. which has been 
nlaced on the urfair list. were used. 

The Portsmouth Central Labor Union 
tonight adopted resolutions declaring a 
boycott against the Norfolk Railway and 
Light Company, and severely censuring 
and denouncing Governor A. J. Montague 
for calling out the militia. 

Unions to Impose Fines. 

Nearly every organized labor union in 
Norfolk has placed a fine ranging from 
$10 to $50 for any patronage of the com- 
pany, or for doing any work for it. 

Commonwealth's Attornev W. H. Ven- 
able, who is also couns2! for the Norfolk 
Railway and Light Company, has with- 
drawn from the race for reelection at =he 
May election. Cards denouncing Mr. Ven- 
able’s connection with the company and 
city jointly have been largely circulated 
during the strike. Mr. Venable declares 
he had decided not to be a candidate one 
month before the strike occurred. 

Much trouble was expected tunight, but 
little materialized, the placing of railway 
torpedces on the car tracks, smashing 
windows of cars and a general obstruction 
of the tracks being the principal feature. 

A report reached military headquarters 


that cers were being fired upon near the 


city limits, and two companies of militia 
were rushed to the scence. A young man 
with frome buckshot and a bean shooter 
was the cauge of the trouble. 
Resolutions of Strikers. 

The action of the str.kers in refusing 
to accept the decision of the arbitration 
committee is explained in the following 
resolutions adopted by them: 

Whereas, we submitted to a com- 
mittee of non-union employers as a 
tribunal] to arbitrate our differences 
with the Norfolk Railway and Light 
Company, under the assurance by 
said tribunal that our oaths not to 
work with a scab would be respected; 
and, 

Whereas, said tribunal violated that 
eesiurance and attempted to force us 
to work with scabs. 

Resolved, That we cannot thus vio- 
late our caths and return to work 
with the scabs imported by said Nor- 
folk Railway and Light Company. 

The members of the arbitration board 
emphatically deny that any such under- 
standing or agreement existed. 

At 11:30 o’clock the Central Labor Union 
was still in session, and reports from the 
inside prophesy ar all-night session. No 
inkling of what is going on can be se- 
cured. 

The Norfolk Central Labor Union also 
adopted a resolution condemning Mayor 
Beamon, of Norfolk, and Sheriff Crom- 
well, of Norfolk county, for asking mili- 
tary ald and denouncing Governor Mon- 
tague for furnishing it. 

Another Strike Threatened. 

Richmond, Va., March 10.—Since Satur- 
day it has been feared that there would 
be a strike of the conductors and motor- 
men on the Richmond Traction Company 
street car lines, growing out of a bond- 
ing requirement similar to that which 
caused the tie-up in Norfolk. The men 
raised no objection to being bonded, but 
protested against giving bond in one 
special surety company, preferring to 
select their own surety. A series of con- 
ferences between the officers of the com- 
pany and representatives of the employees 
hav> been he'd, and it is believed tonight 
there will be no trouble.

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MORE VICTIM’S BONES FOUND 


UNDER DEBRIS OF THE WRECK 
AT MAXON. 


Division Superintendent Martin Says 
the Cause of the Wreck is Yet 
Unknown. 

El Paso, Texas, March 10.—W. R. Mar- 
tin, division superintendent of the South- 
ern Pacific, who left Ss ortly after news 
of the frightful wreck at Maxon reached 
here Friday morning, has returned to the 

city. He said today: 

“So far we have not been able to de- 
termine the immediate cause of the 
wreck. The cars were piled up on the 
engine at the time I left the wreck, and 
we could not tell if some part of the en- 
gine had given away or not. It is more 
than probable that-such was the cause 
of the wreck as the majority of the 
passengers say th2 train was not run- 
ning at an extra high rate of speed.’’

Jackson, Miss., March 10.—(Special.)— 
Four legal hangings will take place in 
Mississippi tomorrow, and these are the 
forerunners of almost a score of similar 
events to take place during the spring 
months. 

The four victims for tomorrow are lo- 
cated in widely opposite sections of the 
state, in fact, practically the four cor- 
ners of the commonwealth are repre- 
sented. 

Lincoln county’s famous outlaw, John 
J. Sasser, will pay the death penalty at 
Brookhaven Tuesday morning at ll 
o'clock. He stoutly insists that he will 
not make a confession or statement of 
any kind concerning the criminality in 
which he thas been involved. Sasser has 
been kept in the Jackson jail for the past 
fifteen months for safe keeping. 

The Jones county hanging takes place 
at Ellisville, and the victim is Jake Gil- 
more, a negro who murdered his wife in 
a.most brutal manner about one year 
ago. The case was appealed to the su- 
preme court and the lower court verdict 
affirmed. 

Calvin Williams, the murderer of Mar- 
cus Kingsley, is to be hanged at Aber- 
deen, Monroe county. The Williams case 
was also fought with much spirit before 
the supreme court. 

Jim Troublefield, a Tunica county ne- 
gro, will be hanged at Tunica at 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning. 

Governor Longino has refused to in- 
terfere in each of these cases, and the 
death sentences will be carried out. 

The next notable hanging will be at 
Aberdeen on the 19th, when Will Lanier 
goes to his death. On the 20th of March 
George Gordon will be hanged at Ray- 
mond.

Mississippi Incumbent Has Made 
Announcement for Reelection. 
Jackson, Miss., March 10.—(Special.)— 
Congressman John Sharpe Williams has 
formally announced that he intends to 
stand for reelection in the eighth con- 
gressional district.

UP TO THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


Supreme Court Refers Case That Had 
Been Dismissed. 

Austin, Tex., March 10.—The supreme 
court has referred to the third district 
court of civil appeals for hearing the 
case of Weld and Neville v. the State 
Railroad Commission, which the court of 
appeals had previously dismissed.

Tonight’s Caucus on Cuba. 

Tonight the republican caucus will 
try again to adopt a party policy with 
reference to tariff relations with Cuba.

There is no doubt that if their nerve 
should prove as strong as their threats 
they could probably reverse enough 
congressional districts to materially 
aid the democrats in gaining control 
of the house of the next congress. 

Some one may ask what good would 
come to the beet sugar people by such 
a result? They themselves confess 
that no immediate benefit could be ob- 
tained to themselves, except that such 
a palpable show of power and menace 
to republican supremacy ‘in the nation 
through the elections of 1904 might 
cause the republican party to adopt 
and achieve a policy for the annexa- 
tion of Cuba. That would mean that 
Cuban sugar would have to be pro- 
duced under American conditions and 
with American labor cost, as hap- 
pened in Hawaii, and the beet and 
cane sugar people of this country do 
not fear competition with Cuban raw 
sugars under those conditions.

Testing a Diamond. 


Philadelphia Rec@rd: “No,” said 
the dealer, ‘you don’t need to 
be an expert in order to be able 
to tell a good diamond from a poor one. 
You need only to hve common sense and 
good eyes and a magnifying glass. First 
you examine the diamond's table. The 
table is the surface, and it should be 
perfectly flat and perfectly octagonal. 
Then examine the circumference, and 
if that is round. the gem is, at least, 
you may be sure, well cut. 

“Now, for flaws, you look into the dia- 
mond, using the giass here, for the 
reason that a flaw, imperceptible to the 
naked eye, will often lower a gem's 
value 50 or 60 per cent. Flaws in dia- 
monds resemble those little feather 
marks in ice that we so often see, though 
scratches on the surface are also flaws. 
If none are to be found you study next 
the color, remembering that the steel biue 
because it is the most brilliant is the 
most desirable and costly hue, and that 
the white comes next. Yellowish or 
off-color stor@s are practically worth- 
less, but a perfect violet or amber or 
rose diamond brings a fancy price. 

“Study finally the depth and weight 
and if the depth is good you won't he 
cheated if you pay $150 or $16 a carat for 
your stone. Before the South African 
war you'd only have to pay $100, but 
$150, thanks to the war, and to,;the 
diamond trust and to the heavier ‘cus- 
toms duty, is now the market price.”’

FINANCE IN KOREA. 


Queer Ways in Which the Emperor 
Raises Large Revenues. 

Alfred Stead, in Harper's Magazine: Li 
Hsi, the emperor of Korea, is the twenty- 
eighth sovereign of his dynasty—a dy- 
nasty that usurped the throne of Koreq 
some 300 years ago. 

The emperor scarcely ever stirs out of 
his palace. He is supposed to make a 
royal progress through Seoul once each 
year, but does not always do so. Thig 
progress is gorgeous, with al] the tawdry 
display of Orientalism tinged with Occt- 
dental ideas wrongly ‘understood. The. 
most magnificent thing about this display 
is the bil! which is presented to the 
treasury to defray expenses. Sometimes 
this amounts to as much as 100,000 yen 
($350,000) for the one day’s entertainment— 
a Vast amount when the purchasing power 
of a yen Is considered. Few or no details 
are given, and when they are they often 
partake of the nature of a farce. Such 
ig the item of champagne for the foreign - 
representatives, which figured once at 
70,000 ven ($35,000)! Of course, most of 
these vast sums are misappropriated, and 
the emperor has his share. He also has 
another source of revenue, which is very 
profitable. This is the sale of patents for 
coining money to private individuam 
The right to coin 5 sen (2% cents) nick& 
pleces is the usual one granted. The pur- 
chaser pays down 8,000 «en ($4,000), and he 
receives the privilege of gee | nickels, 
for which privilege he pays itionally 
4,000 yen ($2,000) monthly. This, in itself, 
is good business for the emperor, but he 
has improved upon it, and, by a system 
of stopping all patents periodically, he 
obtains frequent repayments of the ini- 
tia} premium! It is said. also, that the 
emperor has recently ordered 2,000, 5- 
sen pieces in the United States. Of these, 
the actual cost will be 1 cent (2 sen) each. 
leaving him with a profit of some $30,000.

No Right ‘of Appeal from 
Criminal Court to Su- 
preme Court. 


BUT CITY COURT’S STATUS - 
IS HELD CONSTITUTIONAL 


Writs of Error Can Be Entertained 
from Both Divisions—Important 
Opinion Which Will Gov- 
ern Future City Court 
Legislation. 


The criminal court of Atlanta is a court 
independent and apart from the city court 
of Atlanta, and with five jurors, has no 
right of appeal to the supreme court. 
The city court of Atlanta has a legzcl 
status as at present constituted; the judge 
of the criminal court may preside there- 
in, and it has the right of appeal to the 
supreme court from both of its divisions. 

Such was in substance the decision of 


yxy the supreme court yesterday with refer- 


ence of its jurisdicton over writs of error 
from the criminal court and from the city 
court of Atlanta. 

The criminal court is the only one af- 
fected by this decision, and appeals from 
it must hereafter be made by certiorari 
to the superior court. It is said, hOwever, 
that this situation may be remedied ‘bv 
legislation which wilt give the court 
twelve jurors and throw it back into the 
city court—that is, again giving the city 
court criiminal jurisdiction, 

This decision is a far-reaching and im- 
portant one. The court went thoroughly 
into the matter because the decision will 
not only affect city courts all over the 
dtate, but will serve as an important 
precedent upon which future legislation 
relating to city ocurts must be based. It 
prescribes what the constitutional re- 
quirements of a city court are, and shows 
just what powers the legislature has with 
reference to them. 

The decision, it may be stated, does not 
materially affect the status of any 
other city court in the state as at present 
constituted. The head notes of the su- 
preme court’s decision will be found else- 
where in today’s Constitution. 

The decision was rendered in the case 
of Wellhouse vy. the State, in which an 
appeal was taken to the supreme court. 

The Court’s Opinion. 

The opinion as prepared by Justice A. 
J. Cobb and handed down by the court 
covers 113 typewritten pages, going into 
the questions involved extensively and 
in detail.: At the outset the ocurt says: 

“During the progress of this investiga- 
tion it became evident that the status, 
even if not the existence, of the criminal 
court of Atlanta, as well as the second 
division of the city court of Atlanta, were 
matters the determination of which was 
not free from difficulty, and that the right 
of the supreme court to’review the dici- 
sions from the city court of Attanta as 
it now exists was not. altogether free 
from doubt. As there were many cases 
pending in this court on writs of error 
from those courts, we felt it our duty on 
our own motion to raise the question of 
jurisdiction in this court to review the 
judgments of those courts, that the 
doubts existing as to the question of juris- 
diction might be removed, if possible, and 
in any event to determine the question of 
jurisdiction, so that litigants and their 
counsel could at least in the future have 
no question as to the remedies which the 
law gave them.” 

The supreme court compliments the at- 
tornevs upon their able presentation of 
the case. It then gives a list of all the 
city courts as to which it has raised the 
question of its jurisdiction to entertain 
appeals, including the city courts of Rich- 
mond county, Savannah, Macon, Athens, 
Moultrie, Bainbridge, Jefferson, Hall 
county, Floyd county, LaGrange, 
Americus, Waycross, Douglas, Bax- 
ley and Brunswick. The decision 
in the case of the city court of At- 
lanta covers all of these city courts, and 
in ali cases where they conform to the 
law as stated in the court’s opinion, their 
present status will remain unchanged. 

The supreme court then treats exhaus- 
tively of the origin and development of 
the city courts of the state, their pow- 
ers and the laws governing them passed 
since their establishment up to the pres- 
ent time. The differences between the 
various city courts of the state are dealt 
with, and the court says: 

“It would tax beyond its power the in- 
genuity of the most fertile mind of the 
legal profession this state has ever had 
among its members to frame -a law 
creating a court which should be in all 
respects like both the city courts of At- 
lanta and Savannah.” 

Need Not Be Like Courts. 

The court concludes that the constitu- 
tion does not require that other city 
courts shall be exactly like either or both 
or those courts, but formed on the same 
general plan and substantially the same

constitution, the court declares, does not 
contemplate nor require that there shall 
be uniformity in reference to city courts. 
Their usefulness, even their very exist- 
ence would be hazarded were such uni- 


The constitutional requirements of a 
city court are stated as follows: It shall 
be established in a city; its jurisdiction, 
powers, proceedings and _practice need 
not be uniform, but the general assembly 
shall determine all such matters in each 
case; it must have a jury of twoive to try 
all cases. All other matters in reference 
tc the city court are to be determined by 
the good sense and sound judgment of the 
general assembly. The court says: 

“If an act creeting a court at any other 
place than Atlanta and Savannah provides 
that a jury of less than twelve shall try 
any case, the court is not a constitu- 
tional city court. If an act creates a 
ccurt at any other place than a county 
site, or at a county site which has not 
been expressly incorporated as a city, the 


{ court thus created is not a constitutional 


city court.’’ 

The supreme court applies its standard 
laid dewn in this case to all other city 
ecurts of the state in which writs of 
error are pending before it, finds that 
they measure up to the standard and are 
constitutional city courts. 

In the next place the supreme court 
concludes that the general assembly may 
make any changes it sees fit in the juris- 
diction, powers, etc., of the city courts of 
Athanta and Savannah, and they will stili 
retain their rights to writs of error. 

Criminal Court Cannot Appeal. 

The act creating the criminal court of 
Atlanta, the supreme court asserts, cre- 
ates a new and entirely independent court, 
and not a branch of the city court of At- 
lenta. The constitution does not au- 
thorize or permit the establishment of 
more than one City court in the same 
city, therefore only one city court can be

Will Urge Council ‘To Kill the Pending 
Ordinance. 


RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED. 


Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
Will Attend the Next Meeting 
cf Council in a Body and 

Offer Protest. 


The Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
at a meeting held yesterday morning 
voiced a vigorous protest against the 
effort to allow the selling of pools at 
Piedmont park. Pool selling and horse 
racing was roundly condemned and it 
was the sense of the meeting that each 
minister should use all his mora! influ- 
ence in uréing members of council to kill 
the pending ordinance. It is probable 
that at the meeting of the ordinance com- 
mittee, which takes place this week, a 
majority of the members of the asso- 
ciation will attend in a body and present 
the resolution of protest which was 
adopted at yesterday’s mesting. It is also 
probable that at the next meeting of 
council, when the ordinance will come up, 
provided the committee approves it, a 
strong delegation will be on hand to speak 
against it. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the meeting by Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum. He said that he had heard an 
effort was being made to legalize the 
selling of pools at Piedmont park and 
that the pending ordinance would doubt- 
less be reported on this week. He 
stated that he considered the matter of 
the utmost menace to the morals of the 
city and hoped that the association would 
us2 every possible effort in urging that 
council defeat it. 


Mr. Small Speaks. 

At this point Rev. Sam W.. Small 
arose and said that while he was not 
a member of the association, one of his 
Objects In attending the meeting was to 
speak of this particular matter. He said 
that the legalizing of pool selling would 
Dring to Atlanta a gang of touts, gam- 
blers, pickpockets and other undesirable 
people who would place the city in dis- 
repute. He further stated that under 
the plan now contemplated, Atlanta 
would not get the benefit of first class 
bona fide racing, but that a majority of 
the horses would be ‘selling platers,’’ 
“ring2rs’’ and worn out ‘“skates’’ who 
would simply be run around the track 
for the exclusive benefit of the book- 
makers in robbing the public. He thought 
a ringing resolution ought to be adopted 
by the association urging that the meas- 
ure should not pass. 


Resolution Adopted. 


appointed a committee of four to pre- 
pare such a resolution. Those on the 
committee were Dr. Byrd, Dr. Landrum, 
Dr. Holderby and Sam Small. The com- 
mittee drafted the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved by the Evangelical Ministers’ As- 
sociation of Atlanta and vicinity, that we, 
on behalf of the churches and Christian peo- 
ple of this city, respectfully petition the city 
council to reject any proposed ordinance look- 
ing to the licensing within the ‘city limits of 
any form of betting, race track book-making, 
pool-making or other device for the risking 
of money on horse races, whether they occur 
in this city or vicinity or elsewhere, because 
such action would be demoralizing- to the 
people liable to temptation by such devices, 
which are contrary to the laws of the state. 

The resolution was signed by all mem- 
bers of the committee and will be sent 
to the members of the ordinance com- 
mittee at once.

established in Atlanta “or in Savannah, 
avd that act creating the criminal court 
is not construed as one creating a city 
court. The criminal court of Atlanta, not 
being a city court, the general assembly 
had the right to prescribe the number of 
jvrors who should sit in cases therein. 
Hence the provision providing for five 
jurors in that court is constitutional and 
valid. But it follows from what has been 
stated that so much of the act creating 
the criminal court of Atlanta as provides 
fcr’a writ of error to the supreme court 
is unconstitutional and void. 

The act of 1891 creating the criminal 
court and amending the act creating the 
city court of Atlanta is held to be con- 
stitutional and valid, and it is declared 
that the judge of the crimiral court has 
the right to sit in the city court and vice 
versa. The act is held to be in conformity 
with its title and to contain only one 
subject-matter. The withdrawal of crimi- 
nal jurisdiction from the city court, it is 
held, does not affect its legal status. 

Finally it is held that there is nothing 
in the constitution prohibiting the holding 
of the city court in two divisions, each 
transacting business at the same time. 
Reference is made to the establishment 
of two branches of the superior court in 
Fulton county; likewise and for similar 
reasons there may be two divisions of the 
city court. 

The Court’s Conclusion. 
The court concludes as follows: 
“It follows from, what has been said 


that the writ of error from the criminal 
ecurt of Atlanta must be dismissed; that 
this court has jurisdiction to review the 
judgments rendered by the city court of 
Savannah and the city court’of Atlanta, 
whether the latter court is presided over 
by the judge of the criminal court of At- 
lenta or by the judge of the city court, 
and therefore jurisdiction is taken in all 
cases from that court without reference 
to whether they were tried in the city 
court of Atlanta or in the second division 
of the city court of Atlanta; and that 
this court has jurisdiction to review the 
decisions of these city courts in the state 
which have been established at county 
sites which were cities when the act 
under which the city courts were estab- 
ished was enacted, provided the act pre- 
scribes a jury of twelve upon demand of 
either party and provided such court has 
both civil and criminal jurisdiction, either 
over the limits of the city in which the 
ccurt is located, or over the entire county, 
or criminal jurisdiction over the city and 
c‘vil jurisdiction ever the county, or civil 
jurisdiction over the, city and criminal 
jurisdiction over the entire county.

“It may be considered strange,’ con- 
tinued the mayor, “‘that I should have 
taken the trouble to inquire into the 
matter and find out just what was pro- 
fane, but the fact remains that I did 
and from force of necessity, too.

It is expected.that the work of repair- 
ing the asphalt paving on Peachtree street 


will begin shortly. City Engineer Clay- [ 


ton has notified the Warren Scharf 
Asphalt Company of the recent action of 
council in pagsing the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Key requesting the company to 
attend to this repair. work before its con- 
tract expires. This notification was sent 
cut last Saturday, and an answer is ex- 
pected from the New York office of the 
company before the end of the week. 

When Peachtree street was paved the 
work was done under three separate con- 
tracts. The first was made June 9, 1892, 
and covered that section of the street 
between Ellis and Baker streets. ‘The 
eecond contract was made October 1, 1892, 
and was-for the portion of the street be- 
tween Baker and Pine streets, while the 
third contract, made Juhe 14. 1893, was for 
paving the thoroughfare from Pine street 
to the city limits. 

The company agreed trot only to put 
down good paving, but stipulated that ‘t 
was to keep the asphalt in proper condi- 
tion during ten years. The time limit on 
the first two contracts will expire this 
year, and the city’ has. in consequence, 
taken steps to see that the work is done 
as agreed, When entering into this agrec- 
ment the Warren Scharf Asphalt Com- 

any filed three bcnds for a faithful com- 

liance with the provisions of the vari- 
us contracts. There bonds are attachcd 

o the original] contracts. and are on file 
n the office of the city comptroller. 


The Bonds on File. 


The names cf William H. Venable and 
Ed 8. McCandless appear on all three as 
security. The bond covering the first 
work is for $10,000; the second is for $12,000 
and the third for $15,000. City Engineer 
Clayton is of the opinion that the first 
contract does not expire until September 
2; the second, on December 3, and the 
third in September of next year, He 
states that the agreement to keep the 
paving in repair for ten years began after 
the work had been completed, and not at 
the tine the contract was made. 

The compury hes already done repair 
work in the city, and it is expected the 
only point which may arise will be the 
refusal of the asphalt company to pave 
along the street car tracks. It is under- 
stood the company claims that the break 
in the paving along the rails is due to 
the fact that the street railway company 
failed to construct its tracks upon a 
good foundation, and it may be the com- 
pany will insist that the street railway 
company should do this repair work. 

City Engineer Clayton said yesterday

MAN AND WOMAN 
ENJOIN BACH OTHER 


Henry Karwish and Mrs. Mary Yan- 
cey Carry Dispute Into Court. 


DIVIDING FENCE THE CAUSE 


|Karwish Says Mrs. Yancey Stopped 


Building of Fence With Pistol 
and Rifle—She Says Officer, 
Under His Direction, Han- 
dled Her Roughly. 


A dispute over a title to a narrow 
strip of land, valued at. $200, between 
two pieces of Decatur street property, 
resulted in two bills of injunction and 
a-damage suit being filed yesterday af- | 
ternoon in the superior court. Henry» 
Karwisth and Mrs. Mary Yancey, who own 
edjoinmg lots. are seeking to enjoin each 
other from trespassing on the disturbing 
strip. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin set the case for a 
hearing on March 22, at 9 o’clock in the 
morning. He also issued an order re- 
straining both parties from trespassing 
or in any wise altering the status of the 
land until the hearing of the case. 

According to the bills the dispute arose 
a few weeks ago when Karwish began 
the erection of a new fence between 
the two lots, which are located on De- 
catur, near Hilliard, street. He claims 
that he was constructing the fence’ on 
the correct separating line, while Mrs. 
Yarcey assetts that it was on her prop- 
erty. , 

Karwish alleges that about three weeks 
ago Mrs. Yancey, armed with.a pisto! 
and rifle, warned him and his workmen 
to desist from ‘the work of building the 
fence and threatened to kill them if they 
did not leave immediately. Karwish 
claims that Jater he again started the 
work of fence building, this time placing 
it about 3 inches on his property and 
that Mrs. Yancey prosecuted him and his 
workmen for trespass. 

He states that after the arrest was 
made Mrs. Yancey partially destroyed 
the fence».-It is stated that the trespass 
cases were dismissed by a justice of the 
peace. Karwjsh sayS he has learned that 
Mrs. Yancey is claiming about 2 feet of 
his lot. 

In the bill of Mrs. Yancey, Miss An- 
nie Sullivan and John Sullivan are party 
plaintiffs. They ask for a permanent in- 
junction and also for $5,000 punitive dam- 
ages and $225 actual damages. 

They allege that Karwish worked on the 
fence under the protection of a police offi- 
cer and that the officer committed acts 
of violence on the persons of Mrs. Yan- 
cey and Miss Sullivan. These acts are 
specified as shaking, dragging and 
wrenching their arms and throwing Miss 
Sullivan to the grcund. 

The Karwish bill was filed by Attor- 
ney W. T. Moyers and the _ bill of Mrs. 
Yancey was filed by Attorneys John A. 
Boykin and Goodwin, Anderson & Hah- 
man. «

Alexander, the Trusted Goy- 
ernment Employee, Is 
Now on Trial. 


NEGRO ATTORNEYS ARE 
CARING FOR NEGRO PRISONER 


So Far One Witness Only Has Been 
on the Stand, the Paymaster, 
- from Whom the Money Was 
Taken, Telling the Story of 
His Loss. 


With Judge Newman presiding 
spring term of the United States court 
opened yesterday morning, the cour 
room, the- lobby, the veranda on the 
fourth floor, the stairways and the side- 
walks ‘about the main entrances to the 
building being thronged by those who 
had been called hither by some one of the 
many legal processes or through mere 
curposity. And a motley crowd & was, 
a crowd, too, which did not diminish until 
more than an hour after court had ad- 
journed for the day. 

Three cases occupied the entire session, 
but only one in any way attracted the 
attention of the unusually large crowd 
in the court room, that the case of James 
H. Alexander, who is charged with hav- 
ing stolen something over $4,000 from Ma- 
jor Stevens, United States paymaster. 
Immediately after court convened the 
case was called and both sides were 
ready. E. A. Angier, United States dis- 
trict attorney, and his aissistants, George 
L. Bell and Charles D. Camp, appeared 
for the government, while Pledger, John- 


son & Malone were on. hand for the de- 
fendant. Np little difficulty was expe- 
rienced in obtaining a jury, @s both the 
prosecution and the defense utilized the 
limit the law allows in striking. Mr. 
Bell, who was in direct charge of the case 
for the government, turned down three 
men, while Pledger, guiding the defense. 
set aside ten, all the law gave him, and 
was apparently sorry that he did not 
have the right to continue in that line. 

The jury completed, the assistant dis- 
trict attorney outlined the prosecution's 
case, and then the first witness against 
Alexander was called. That was Major 
Stevens, the army paymaster. In civilian 
attire the major took the witness stand 
and related his knowledge. He described 
in detail the amount of money, showing 
#ts number and its character. He told 
of the manner in which he wrapped that 
money in a piece of brown paper and 
of the peculiar features of the bundle. 
He minutely showed how that package 
had been made by him just before he 
placed it in his valise—a valise to which 
there was but one key—a key which he 
alone carried. Then his-evidence review- 
ed his departure from his office, accom- 
panied by Mr. Malone, his assistant, and 
the negro Alexander, who was carrying 
the valise.. Missing the train, returning 
to the office with the same persons and 
depositing the valise in the big safe to 
which Major Stevens only knew the com- 
bination were recited in detail. He traced 
his every movement from the time he 
closed the big safe until he opened the 
satchel in FYMorida and discovered that 
the money was missing. 

Alexander was arrested in a ishort time, 
but at his investigation before Judge 
Broyles was released, the evidence being 
wholly insufficient. Major Stevens at 
once went ahead to arrange the matter 
with the government. He made good the 
loss and with the best detectives the na- 
tional government could control began 
a hunt for the thief. When the chase 
was in its most uncertain stage Alexan- 
der enfered Major Stevens’ office carrying 
in his hand that brown package. The 
major recognized it at once. It was the 
fost package containing the $4,000. It was 
exactly as Major Stevens had made it. 
The peculiarities in {ts make up were 
there. Apparently it was the bundle the 
major had made when he placed it in 
his valise. No one had tampered with it 
in any way. 

Package Is Returned. 

“T found this,’”’ said Alexander as he 
laid fhe package on Major Stevens’ desk, 
“in a box in my office in which old paper, 
refuse matter, etc., is placed. I hope it 
is that missing money.” 

Delighted at the recovery, Major Ste- 
vens took up the package. He could 
find indication of a change from the 
package fie had made. It was the same 
bundle the major prepared when he as- 
sorfed that $4,200 for the Florida sol- 
diers.

NUMBER OF JURORS 
TO BE REDUCED 


Six Instead of Twelve Jarors Will 
Decide Lunacy Cases. 


COUNTY WILL SAVE MONEY 


Last Legislature Effected Change by 
Amending State Law—Another 


Important Change—Items 
of Court News. 


The system in vogue since the ¢stab- 
lishment of courgs in Fulton county of 
trying lunacy cases with twelve jurors 
is to be relegated. Under an amend- 
ment to the state law, adopted at the 
last session of the legislature, questions 
of sanity and insanity are to be deter- 
mined by six instead of twelve jurors, 
unless a jury of twelve is demanded by 
the party on trial. 

Ordinary John R. Wilkinson announced 
yesterday that he intends to institute 
the new system in his court at once. 
The reduction of the number. of jurors 
means the saving of a large amount of 
money to Ful.on county each year. 

In @he past all lunacy cases have 
been decided by twelve men. In the fu- 
ture just half that number will occupy 
the jury box, unless, of course, the 
defendant should make demand for a 
jury -of-. twelve.. .Under the law, the 
ordinary would be compelled to accede to 
Such demand, 

Another change in a law, affecting the 
office of ordinary, was also made at the 
last session of the legislature, in reference 
to the discharging of administrators. The 
change was effected by an amendment to 
section 3509 of volume 2 of the code of 
1895. 

That law prescribed that before an ad- 
ministrator should be dismissed, citation 
to all persons concerned to show cause 
against the granting of the discharge 
should be published once a week for 
three months. Under the amendment 
the publicat'ch of the citation is required 
only once a week for four weeks. 

Both of these changes are important 
and of interest to a large number of 
people. 

Policeman Wins Unique Suit. 

An unusual and-unique damage suit 
was tried vesterday morning before Judge 
H. M. Reid, in the first division of the 
city court. Policeman J. M. Dobbins was 
the defendant and was being sued by 
a negro named Brown, who claimed that 
Dobbins shot him in the back several 
months ago. He asked for $5,000 dam- 
ages. 

The jury, after deliberation, returned 
a verdict in favor of the policeman. 

According to the evidence, it seems that 
Brown was walking along Auburn ave- 
nue one Saturday night about midnight, 
carrying a trunk. An officer, seeing him, 
suspected that he was a thief and call- 
ed out “Halt!” 

At this‘the negro dropped the trunk and 
ran. The Officer then fired, the bullet 
striking “Brown in the back. He re- 
ported at the police station that an at- 
tempt had been made to hold him up. 
He said that he had just quit work, 
had bought the trunk and was carry- 
ing it home. 

On the trial-Brown identified Policeman 
Dobbins as the officer who shot him. 

Dobbins was represented by City At- 
torney James L. Mayson and Assistant 
Oity Attorney W. P. Hill. 

Brown was represented by Attorney Ed 
Thomas. 

Wife Is-Granted Divorce. 

In the superior court yesterday, Mrs. 
M. A. Collins was granted a total di- 
vorce from her hu8band, Henry J. Col- 
lins. The jury also refused to remeve 
the disabilities of the husband. 

The ground on which the divorce was 
asked was desertion. Mrs. Collins stated 
that she and her husband were mar- 
ried on February 11, 1872, and that he 
deserted her on January 18, 1893. 

Collins did not appear in court to de- 
fend the action. Mrs, Collins was rep- 
resented by Attorney J. F. Golightly.

320. Waycross Air Line Railroad Company 

v. Southern Pine Company of Georgia. Re- 

fusal of injunction. Before Judge Bennet. 

Coffee superior court. 

Simmons, C. J.—Where A,’ owning the stock 
of a railroad company, selis it and the rail- 
road to B, and for himself and his assigns 
covenants with B that he will erect a saw 
mill to caw up the timber on certain of his 
lands adjacent to the line of the railroad and 
will ship lumber over the railroad at a cer- 
tain rate of freight, at which B agrees the 
company will transport it; and afterwards A 
selis the timber on the land to C, who for 
himself and his assigns covenants to erect the 
mill and furnish the lumber to the railroad 
company for transportation at the agreed rate 
of freight charges; and thereafter the timber 
is sold to D with like covenants between C 
and D—Held: 

|. There is no mutuality between the rail- 
road company and the covenantors. 

2 There is no privity of contract between 
the railroad company and the covenantors. 

3. The covenants in the different conveyances 
being personal between each vendor and the 
purchaser from him and relating to matters 
collateral to the realty conveyed and there be- 
ing no privity of estate between the railroad 
company and the covenantors, the covenants 
are not such as run with the land or with the 
timber rights so as to impose their burden 
upon the purchaser of the timber. 

4. It follows that the ralilrbad company has 
no right in equity to enjoin the last pwr- 
chaser from diverting the lumber from it and 
shipping it over another railroad.

conferred by the act creating the court or not. 

(b) If the act creating the court provides that 
a jury of les: thar twelve shall try any case, 
the court is not a ‘‘city court,’’ within the 
meaning of that term as used in the consti- 
tution. 

(c) If the act creating the court locates the 
same at any other place than a county site, 
or at a county site which has not been ex- 
pressly incorporated as a city, the court thus 
created is not a ‘‘city court,’’ within the 
oe of that term as used in the constitu- 
tion, 

(d) If the court has the requisites above re- 
ferred to, it is immaterial what may be the 
other details prescribed in the act in refer- 
ence to the manner of appointment of judge 
and other officers, practice, procedure, etc. 

(e) Whether a court having jurisdiction, ter- 
ritorial or otherwise, less than as above indi- 
cated, is a ‘‘city court,’’ within the meaning 
of that term as used in the constitution, is not 
now decided. 

2. While the city court of Atlanta and the 
city court of Savannah are courts of purely 
statutory creation, they are named expressly 
in the constitution as courts from which a 
writ of error will He to this court; and the 
general assembly has authority to make any 
change it deems fit in reference to the juris- 
diction, practice, procedure, etc., of either of 
such courts, in order to adapt the same to 
the existing conditions and needs of the city 
in which it is located; and no change in ref- 
erence to such court will have the effect to 
take away the jurisdiction of this court to 
eorrect the errors of such court by writ of 
error. 

3. The criminal court of Atlanta, establithed 
by the act of September 6, I[89I, is a hew 
and independent court, and not a part of the 
city court of Atlanta, 

4. The general assembly has no authority 
to establish two or more city courts in either 
the city of Atlanta or the city of Savannah. 

5. The act. of September 6, !I89!, which is 
entitled ‘‘an act to establish the criminal 
court of Atlanta and in pursuance thereof to 
amend an act establishing city court of At- 
lanta, passed December 15, 1871, and acts 
amendatory thereof, and for other purposes,’’ 
does not, so far as the act vwrovides for the 
withdrawal of criminal jurisdiction of the 
city court of Atlanta, that the judge of the cIty 
court ®f Atlanta may preside in the criminal!

when so presiiung therein the city court may 
sit in two divistons for the disposition of the 
business of that court, with two panels of 
jurors, one for each division, contain matter 
different from what is expressed in the title 
thereof.

Wyly to Leave West Point Route. 

General Passenger and Ticket Agent B. 
F. Wyly, Jr., of.the Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western of Alabama, has 
tendered ‘his resignation, to be effective 
Saturday, March 15, at which time he 
will leave the service of the two lir®s.
